Suffering from want of water and on the verge 
of starvation, 
the crew of the French Missionary 
Schooner, 
La Croix Du Susud, 
jwith probably 
fifty Tahitian men, women and children were given 
water and provisions by Captain Kendall of the ship I. F. Chapman 
jwhich arrived here yester.day from Newcastle. 
The captain of the 
schooner had lost his bearings, and was 450 miles out of his. course.'

24CLmiles'

On the morning of Sunday, December 
13th, while the Chapman 
was 
240 miles southeast ot tne ritcairn 
Islands, 
tlie missionary 
schooner was sighted with a signal of distress hoisted. 
The 'Chap- 
man hove to and the captain of the missionary schooner put off in a 
small boat and came aboard. 
He reported to Captain Kendalllthat 
he had left Papeete 
forty-tw- o 
days previously 
for Mangareva 
Is- 
land, about 240 miles from Papeete. 
He had lost his reckoning and 
was about 
450 miles out 
of his course. 
Provisions 
for but two 
.weeks had been taken on the schooner and she carried in addition to 
the native crew a large number 
of passengers, 
chiefly native, men, 
,womcn, children. 
The schooner had no navigator aboard, although 
the captain 
said he could take the latitude but not the longitude. 
.The crew and passengers 
both had been suffering from lack df wa- 
ter and food for several weeks, and the captain was almost famish- 
ed. There was hardly a drop of water remaining on, the schooner. 
Capt. Kendall of the Chapman sent to the schooner a large cask of 
.water, three bags of flour, fire wood, some meat and a large quanti- 
ty of other provisions. The' captain was also given his bearings and 
he left the ship in the afternoon 
much pleased. 
In addition to the 
crew, there was one French missionary on the boat. 
The I. F. Chapman made the run from Newcastle 
in 68 days. 
She met with rough weather and heavy seas on the first part of the 
trip, but came from the equator to Honolulu

yesterday.

Following 
Is the report 
of the 
City Sanitary 
Officer and Inspector of 
Cemeteries for the months of Novem- -' 
bernnd December, 
1903. 
Owing 
to the reorganization 
of tho 
force 
during 
November, 
it has been 
difficult until the present time to make 
a report showing any results whatever. 
Each 
Inspector was shifted 
Into 
n 
new district entirely and one man was 
given entire chnrge of the one hundred 
and fifty hog ranches lying within 
limit; he ulso has supervision 
of all Bwlll wagons. 
Another inspector 
has charge of all nppllcatlons'of 
lodg- 
ing houses, 
hotelB nnd restaurants 
for 
certificates of sanitary 
condition 
and 
sees 
to It that each place 
Is sanitary 
before 
approving the certificate. 
Tne 
Inspectors 
In turn 
report for special 
duty every afternoon, 
Saturday 
nnd 
Sunday 
Included 
nt 
1 
o'clock. 
Thoy 
are usually detailed to Inspect one or 
more cemeteries 
and see that all burials 
are made at the regulation depth. 
In 
connection 
with this we are keeping a 
complete 
record 
of every burial 
show- 
ing the time of burial, number of coffins 
exposed or broken open, amount of rock 
and wnter encountered nnd nny other 
notes relative to this matter. 
The "fol- 
low up" system of keeping track of the 
work 
done by the Inspectors has been 
made more perfect and Is now a mat- 
ter of record showing the date 
when 
the nuisance was first noted. Its loca- 
tion nnd character, the purty responsi- 
ble, the tenants 
of the premises, 
the 
Inspector to whom 
tho nuisance was 
reported 
for abatement, 
the date 
re- 
ported upon, and the time the matter 
was finished. 
In spite of the two fishmnrkets, we 
have had more trouble than ever with 
Nine 
times out of ten 
the fish hawked 
about by these men 
are those which have lain on the slabs 
In the market until practically 
unsal- 
able owing to the presence of fresher 
fish, nnd are then tnken by these ped- 
dlers nnd 
sold about the city. 
Inva- 
riably 
these 
fish are 
unfit 
for food. 
Three 
offenders 
have 
been 
caught 
violating the law by peddling fish and 
we have prosecuted 
In court and secur- 
ed a conviction 
In each case. 
One man 
being a new hand at the business was 
reprimanded and discharged upon 
his 
showing that he had a Job on a plan-

the last three months has assumed no 
very great propottions

all washing for hire be done at

at Iwilel, 
though the Ironing may be done

where. 
These Japanese, however,

working on such a small scale, washing 
ns n rule for one or more persons, that 
they hardly came within the pale 01 the 
law.

was that In places where there wns no 
Bewer the cesspools were filled by these 
washerwomen allowing 
the taps to run

At 
Bannockburn, Robert Bruce 
and

brave followers 
could not have lasted 
for half an hour under tho (Ire of mod- 
ern artillery. 
At Cressy 
or Polctiefs, 
such a British army as was organised 
in South Africa would have annihilated 
the French 
with no appreciable 
Iojs. 
Marlborough 
would have felt 
like

Llllputtan if he could have wnkej 
up 
nnd 
surveyed nn American 
army 
on 
either Bide during the Civil War. 
The 
Spanish Armada 
was 
dispersed hy a 
storm, but any one of the war vessels 
lately in the harbor of Honolulu

Historical retrospects of military 
or 
navnl campaigns,

trade, 
commerce, 
nnd 
civilization. 
Confronting each 
other 
lrr Manchu- 
ria and Korea, 
the Japanese nnd 
the 
Russians represent 
the antitheses 
of 
iwu conntcung 
theories 
of

Both are Asiatic, 
the Japanese 
with- 
out serious Intermixture nnd the Rus- 
sians originally and with some 
modi- 
fications, but there the unity ends,. The 
Japanese Empire, under American and 
British 
Influence, 
has 
used Asiatic 
material but 
Anglo-Saxo- n 
methods and 
has 
become 
Identified 
with 
modern 
thought 
nnd 
with 
modern 
alms. 
It 
stands today as a sentinel of civiliza- 
tion at the door of Asia. 
It has 
en- 
tered Into the family of nations. 
It 
has adopted the gold standard. 
It has 
made education general and systemat- 
ic. 
It has developed 
great statesmen. 
It has organized an army that Is com- 
plete 
In discipline 
and equipment, and 
nlso alert, Intelligent, ambitious 
and 
loynl to the last degree. 
Its navy as 
a whole Is not equal to that of Russia, 
but In Asiatic waters, nearuo Its base 
and concentrated, nt present superior 
to any fleet that Russia can Immedi- 
ately bring together at the scene 
of 
hostilities, should 
war break out. 
Russian 
policy, 
though 
carefully 
planned and Inflexibly 
followed, 
orig- 
inated 
In the middle 
ages, 
and 
Is 
moulded 
entirely 
upon 
the theory of 
autocracy. 
Its purposes 
In no sense 
correspond to American, 
British, 
or 
even German or French movements, 
In 
an enlightened and advancing 
world. 
Whatever conventional or even 
senti- 
mental relations France 
may 
tempo- 
rarily sustain towards the Muscovite 
Empire, the Interests of all these pow- 
ers are diametrically 
opposed 
to the 
aggressive attitude 
of Russia In Man- 
churia and to Its evident determination 
tq be supreme 
In Asia. 
Thus, by a singular but evident coin- 
cidence, 
Japan, 
Intensely 
Asiatic 
though It has been, Is the present rep- 
resentative 
in the diplomacy 
proceed- 
ing In the Orient, 
of the highest and 
nlost entei prising American and Euro- 
pean nationalities, and Russia of the 
most reactionary tendencies of the age. 
The 
Muscovites 
have 
been 
literally 
forced 
Into some recognition of Inven- 
tion and

ever Is thoroughly permeated by the 
leaven of stolidity and despotism, 
Rus- 
sian soldiers and sailors are machines, 
worked 
with automatic precision, 
and 
as 
fatalistic 
as 
the 
Turks, 
without 
their flexibility. 
The Japanese, under- 
sized and far less 
beefy, 
are equally 
disciplined 
and trained, and are fired 
with ambition and determination. 
The 
marching superiority of the Japanese 
over the Russians 
was proved in the 
advance 
on 
Pekln. 
The exact truth probably is that 
nei- 
ther Jnpan nor Russia is so complete 
ly set upon war as the press dispatches 
would indicate, although the drift 
of 
events points 
in that direction. 
In 
the United States, notwithstanding our 
ancient friendship for Russia, the gen- 
eral expression of public 
sentiment 
Is 
In favor of Japan. 
The 
threatened 
repetition of the massacre of the Jews 
at Kishlneft has Infused 
an 
Illogical 
element Into the question. 
But Inter- 
est, which means the "open 
door" 
In 
China, 
leads 
to the same result.

various Government physicians 
were 
declnred 
vncant, for the reason that 
the bulk of tho taxes go to county sup- 
port, and this expenditure, which 
Is al- 
most 
exclusively 
a 
county 
benefit, 
should 
be 
borne 
by 
Individual 
coun- 
ties. 
The position of Government phy- 
sician 
In the various districts 
here 
Is 
analngous 
to the

fOOOO00OOO0,0O,00fOO0OO000O 
Editor Advertiser: 
An editorial in a recent issue of the Adver- 
tiser seems to imply that there haJ been a sad change in the methods 
of conducting 
school work 
since 
the days of a generation 
ago. 
There certainly has been a change, but of course opinions arc bound 
to differ as to the direction it has taken. 
A generation 
ago there 
were many more ungraded 
schools than at present. 
The teacher, 
instead ol hcing in charge of one grade, or instructor in one sub- 
ject was obliged to teach pupils in all stages of advancement, as well 
as in different subjects; consequently, 
he had to divide the school 
hours into a large number of recitation periods and, could give but 
a short time to teach. 
Conducting a recitation consisted largely 
in 
hearing the pupil tell what he had learned for himself. 
The modern 
teacher, in charge of one grade of pupils pursuing the same studies, 
has time for longer recitations 
and spends a large part of each 
so-call- ed 
"recitation" in clearing away the difficulties of the pupil and 
showing him how to study to the best advantage. 
Indeed, if I am 
not mistaken, the chief fault of the modern school is that it gives 
the pupil too much in the way of instruction and does too much of 
his thinking for him. 
The old school, throwing the pupil on his own 
resources, stimulated 
and developed those mentally 
strong by 
na- 
ture, but made little of the weak. 
Today, the school, in its attempt 
to make something 
of everybody, perhaps 
takes away some of the 


self-relian- 
of the able child, by giving too much help for the sake 
of the weaker pupil. 
Certainly, there never was a time in school, his- 
tory when the teacher had more time to give to the individual pupil 
or was at Mich pains to riffike school work intelligible to the average 
child.

Rut, Mr. Editor, we are fallen upon strenuous times. 
The 
col- 
leges now demand that the high school or academy graduate, who 
seeks entrance at their haughty gates, shall have completed, 
in a 
very thorough 
way, a course of study fully equal in extent, except 
as to the classics, to that which they themselves offered a genera- 
tion or so ago. 
I suppose some of thistetrenuosity has found its way 
into the elementary schools. It may be that the young lady who was 
obliged to sit up until c'cen o'clock every evening to study was a 
candidate for the college entrance

Vouchers Scandal 
and Disorderly 
Houses. 


Judge W. J. Robinson, 
In his charge 
to the grand Jury, adopts the "Infamous 
crime" definition 
laid down 
by Judge 
Gear at the September term. 
Many 
de- 
cisions 
of the United States 
Supreme 
Court are quoted 
nnd the charge says: 
"Under these 
decisions 
It 
Is 
of 
no 
moment that the punlBhmcnt 
netunlly 
Inflicted was merely the payment of a 
line and costs, 
If the punishment that 
might 
have 
been 
Inflicted 
was 
lnfa-iriou- n 
In Its nnture." 
It is pointed out that "In this Ter- 
ritory we have, practically, but the one 
place for the detention 
of 
criminals, 
namely, 
Onhu 
prison 
or 
Territorial 
penitentiary," 
and 
that 
"under our 
statutes 
the punishment meted 
out to 
a vagrant may be the same, except as 
to duration, as that 
meted 
out to a 
murderer, and the same kind and char- 
acter of labor required of the one may 
also be required 
of-t- 
other." 
Under the Federal 
decisions 
quoted, 
then, 
'.'It cannot 
well 
be questioned," 
the court 
Instructs 
the (grand 
Jury, 
"that 
all public offenses committed in 
this circuit are infamous, in view 
of 
the conditions existing here, and being 
Infamous 
they require, 
ns a necessary 
Incident to their prosecution, 
the pre- 
sentment 
or 
Indictment 
of a grand 
jury." 
THE VOUCHERS 
SCANDAL. 
Judge Robinson, 
with some 
prelimi- 
nary remarks, Instructs the grand Jury 
on the matter 
of the .House 
vouchers 
thus: 
"The grand jury of the United States 
District Court for the Territory of 
Ha-wni- l, 
nt the October, 
A. D. 
1903, term 
thereof, 
has 
called 
attention 
to the 
derelictions 
in duty nnd possible 
com- 
mission 
of public 
offenses 
by the 
off- 
icers, 
servants 
and 
employees 
of the 
Housq of Representatives 
of this Ter- 
ritory, either at the last regular 
ses 
sion of the Legislature, or at the extra 
session convened 
Immediately thereaft 
er, by the Indictment of one of its off- 
icers for the destruction of certain pub- 
lic vouchers 
and documents, 
being part 
of the public records of the Legislature 
of this Territory. 
"And the last (grand Jury of this cir- 
cuit, 
In Its final majority report, filed 
In this court on the 30th day of Decem- 
ber, A. D. 
1503, urgently recommended 
that the grand jury of the present term 
take up the vouchers of the last Ter- 
ritorial Hfcuse 
of Representatives for a 
full nnd thorough examination, as this 
matter had been brought to the atten 
tion of the grand jury too late In the 
term to receive 
the thorough nnd 
ex- 
haustive 
examination 
nnd 
attention 
necessary, and that this recommenda- 
tion Is emphasized 
in the minority re 
port submitted 
by Grand Juror W. M. 
Templeton, 
In which 
he states that In 
his 
opinion 
there 
was 
an abundance 
of competent evidence .produced 
touch- 
ing this particular matter 
before 
that 
grand jury upon which true bills of 
In- 
dictment could have been found. 
"Neither the olllcers, 
servants 
and 
employees nor the members of the Leg- 
islature themselves are above any law

Hawaii nnd which had been donated by

circuit and county. 
"Junketing 
trips," 
he Informs 
them, 
"taken 
in the pretended Investigation 
of the management 
and 
control 
of 
some 
public Institution, 
situated 
in 
this circuit, under Territorial 
control, 
against 
thy 
officers 
and 
employes 
of 
which 
there has 
been 
directed 
no 
charge or suspicion 
of mismanagement 
or malfeasance in office aro expensive 
nnd 
useless. 
All 
public 
Institutions 
under Territorial 
control, 
whether 
in 
this circuit or out of it, are subject at 
all reasonable times to visitation and 
Inspection 
by the Governor 
and other 
permanent 
officers 
of this Territory, 
Including the Judges 
of tho co'urts 
of 
record, and It is quite unlikely that any 
mismanagement or malfeasance In 
of- 
fice, or any abuse of any kind, could be 
long continued without the fact of such

The court pays that investigation nnd 
report by a L'rand Jury will accomplish

toward 
remedying a defect

nbout It than 
tho grand 
Jurors, 
and both 
officers 
and grand 
jurors 
know that tho defect can only 
be remedied 
by legislative action. 
"For a grand Jury to expend 
125 or 
$30 
of 
the 
funds 
of 
this Territory, 
realized 
from Its citizens by taxation, 
merely 
for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing nnd reporting thnt a cesspool at 
the Insane Asylum 
was 
insufficient 
in 
point 
of size and capacity, when such 
Investigation and report 
could 
do no 
possible 
good 
and 
when 
the 
same 
amount 
of money 
or perhnps a sum 
but little greater 
in amount 'if prop- 
erly npplied,

Thank you for your remarks 
in this morn- 
ing's Advertiser, 
on overworking 
pupils in schools. 
Both teachers 
and parents would do well to keep the matter in mind. 
I would like to add the following: 
The principal 
objection 
is 
in the amount of detail required by the teachers. 
If pupils showed 
as little judgment in learning the lessons assigned, as many teachers 
show in assigning the lessons, we should have nianv more break- 
downs than we do. 
But the pupils are wise enough to omit every- 
thing they 
can omit 
and still keep their 
grades. 
For instance, 
"The Blood of the Nation" by President Ionian of Stanford, 
con 
tains more available wisdom than the pupils get out of the whole 
mass of stulf assigned them in their course of History. 
It can be 
read through 
in 
two hours 
; and 
studied through in a . few weeks. 
And when learned, 
would 
form 
a foundation 
for good citizenship. 
Your statement that most teachers 
do not teach, but simply 
, 
hear recitations 
is too true. 
If the teacher would spend more time 
instructing the pupils and less time 
"chopping 
off the 
heads" or 
pupils for not preparing work assigned, there would be less class- 
room friction, more real advancement, 
and less breaking down by 
both pupils and teachers. 
Pupils break down, not from learning 
what is taught them, but from worry in trying to learn by them- 
selves what 
should 
have been taught 
in the 
class-roo- 
And 
teachers break down, not from teaching, but from worry in trying 
to make the pupils learn by themselves 
what should 
have 
been 
taught in the 
class-roo- 
The wisest principal 
it 
has been my 
fortune 
to'', meet, had 
under his charge between 
400 and 500 pupils: and the course ex 
tended through the Kindergarten 
and up through 
the High School 
course. 
There 
was 
seldom a break down, never a 
serious case. 
His rule for all grades was, give no "home work" that has not been 
prepared 
in class. 
"Home work" should be a review for the pupils 
not a puzzle. 
His pupils did not cover as much details as' the pupils 
in other schools; but they knew what they did, and how and why, 
they did it. 
Those who entered college, stood high in their wor 
And all, with a single exception, occupy good positions in the pro- 
fessions, in business and in the sciences. 
I wish other parents would say what they think on this 
sub- 
ject.

Our merchants sustain the lines that not only refuse to make con- 
cessions of fare but increase the rate when concessions 
are most 
needed. 
Were the merchants to unite and offer their whole business 
to any line, whether one now here or yet to be organized 
does not 
matter, would not the question of fares be settled at once and as we 
want them settled? 
Of course they would.
